The Library of the University of Strassburg, in- | 


dissolubly connected with memories of Guttenberg, 
Herder, and Giéthe, was destroyed in the recent 
war. When the great city, which had done so 
much for literature, was deprived of her chief 
means of teaching, a natural wish prompted men of 
letters to assist her in replacing, as far as is possi- 
ble, the priceless treasures she has lost.

CLASSICS, 
The Dialogues of Plato translated into English, with 

Analyses and Introductions. By B. Jowett, M.A. 

4 vols. 8vo., pp. xii., 681, 607,599,594. New York: 

Charles Scribner & Co. 

Apart from all other considerations, the magni- 
tude of this undertaking, and the persistent effort 
required for its fulfilment, would alone deserve the 
highest commendations. Professor Jowett is the 
master of Baliol College, Oxford, and the Regius 
Professor of Greek in the University, and may, 
therefore, be assumed to have been well fitted for 
the task. The decision of such critics as the 
“British Quarterly Review’’ and the “New York 
Nation,’’ as well as other authorities, both English 
and American, all of whom have pronounced most 
favorable opinions of the result of his labors, may 
be regarded as final. They unite in praising not 
only the profound learning and critical sagacity 
which it displays, but also the ease and grace of 
the language, which, while being sound idiomatic 


English, harmonizes completely with the character | 


of the original. 

In reading these pages, the truth of the proverb 
nihil sub sole novo was never more plainly mani- 
fested. The Athenian poet and philosopher, the 
pupil of Socrates, and the companion of Euclid, 
four hundred years before the commencement of 
the Christian era, taught truths which sound as 
fresh in our ears to-day, as when uttered in the 
grove of Academus, with Demosthenes, Hypérides, 
and Aristotle for listeners. 

Professor Jowett has taken for his text the elabo- 
rate edition of Stallbaum, published in Leipzig, 
and most appropriately dedicates his work to his 
former pupils. Wheweli’s translation of Plato, 
published a few years ago by Macmillan & Co., 


London, is the only edition which approaches | 


this work in completeness, but falls far short of it 
in execution. This will undoubtedly be regarded 
as the standard by classical scholars, for many 
years to come; and at all times as an invaluable 
contribution to literature. Professor Jowett has 
shown a remarkable command of language, repro- 
ducing the exact shade of thought in the original, 
with precision, and while closely following the text, 
is singularly happy in his choice of words, giving 
to the whole a simple elegance, which is as rare as 
it is excellent. The publishers have produced the 
volumes in a style worthy their great merit.

and from this river is derived the title of the book, 
The legends are four, including the History of St.

HISTORY AND BIOGRAPHY. 
The Monks of the West, from St. Benedict to St. 
By the Count de Montalembert, Mem- 
ber of the French Academy. 2 vols. 8vo., pp. 
xiv., 699; xxi., 757. Boston: Patrick Donohoe. 
The period covered by this work is both the most 


| eventful and the brightest in the history of Chris- 


| tianity. Beginning with the assumption by Con- 


stantine of the imperial purple, early in the fourth 
century, and coming down to the time of Ina, king 
of Wessex, who, under the influence of his wife, 
Ethelburger, resigned his English throne to embrace 
a monastic life in Rome, towards the middle of the 
ninth century, it records the lives and deeds of 
men whose character must always excite admira- 
tion. Not only are they admirable on account of 
their piety, but also on account of the wisdom and 
courage with which they carried on the work of 
Christianity, each in succession adding a new em- 
pire to Christendom, until the whole of Europe had 
been converted, and paganism was replaced by 
| Christianity. The opening chapters of the work 
| describe the earliest monastic institutions of the 
| Eastern Church, and the labors of St. Athanasius in 
propagating the order in the West and in Rome. 
To St. Benedict, however, is accredited the true 
foundation of ‘the monastic system in Western 
| Europe, and the discipline of the order established 
| by him was accepted as the rule for all subsequent 
formations. By far the larger portion of the work 
| is devoted to the lives of the founders of monas- 





| ticism in England, and the second volume concludes 
| with two chapters on English Monks and Nans. 
| Copious foot-notes are given, containing references 
| to works on the authority of which the author has 
| based his statements. The translator does not give 
| his name, but so well have his labors been per- 
| formed, that it is difficult to imagine the language 
| isnot that in which the book was originally written. 
‘ The work is of far more than sectarian impor- 
/tance. The leaders of the church at which Wycliffe 
and Luther directed their thunders, were but the 
degenerate and corrupt snecessors of those early 
| heroes who, clad in haircloth and coarse serge, car- 
| ried both learning and Christianity among the bar- 
| baric worshippers of Thor and Odin, and who might 
truly be called J//ites Christi. This narrative of 
their lives, is the history of the advance of Chris- 
| tianity in Europe, and is a most interesting study 
|for the student, and a valuable addition to litera- 
| ture. 
| The Ancient History of the East. From the Earliest 

Times to the Conquest by Alexander the Great. 

Including Egypt, Assyria, Babylonia, Media, Per- 

sia, Asia Minor. and Pheenicia. By Philip Smith.

An effort has been gade in this volume to give 
in a concise form the history of the early Eastern 
nations, including the result of recent investigation 

}and research. The labors of Rawlinson and other 
| explorers during late years have revealed much, 
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and the work is still going on, each year adding to 
our store of knowledge. The latest of these dis- 
closures have been included by the author, and 
the result is a most compendious and useful manual, 
suitable either for students or for general reading. 

The volume contains many illustrations from 
monuments and other records of the past, and 
several views of the present appearance of the 
sites of former cities. 

Mr. Smith has followed no particular historian, 
but has produced a digest of all, giving within the 
limits of a single volume, a résumé of the present 
state of our knowledge on the subject. 


The Rise and Fall of the Paris Commune in 1871; 
with a Full Account of the Bombardment, Cap- 
ture, and Burning of the City. By W. Pembroke 
Fetridge. Map and Portraits. 12mo. pp. 516. 
New York: Harper & Brothers. 

The history of the Paris insurrection yet remains 
to be written, when we shall! have forgotten the im- 
pression created by the chronicle of bloodshed and 
anarchy which reached us through “special corre- 
spondents” and brief telegraphic despatches. The 
indignant horror which was felt at the atrocities 
committed by the insurgent leaders and their sub- 
ordinates during their brief term of power, causes 
us to lose sight of the real nature of the struggle. 
The murder of the hostages, and other deeds of vio- 
lence, cannot be defended upon any grounds what- 
ever. But in considering the insurrection as a 
matter of history, we must remember that a de- 
liberate attempt had been made to rob the capital 
of France of municipal government. This course 
may or may not have been expedient; but it can 
hardly excite surprise that the Parisians should 
have felt indignant at an attempt to deprive them 
of a right which, even under the absolute mon- 
archy which existed prior to the revolution, had 
never been entirely abolished. The French Com- 
mune means simply local or self-government, but 
by some means it has been confounded in our ideas 
with socialism; which has been an additional rea- 
son for the contempt with which it is regarded. 

The history of the Commune as told by Mr. Fet- 
ridge, is composed principally of extracts from 
French newspapers, published during the insurrec- 
tion. The author lived in Paris during most of the 
time, and therefore was in a position to judge of 
the truth of the various reports. The chief value 
of the volume will be the accuracy of its state- 
ments, rather than the vivid pictures it presents 
of the scenes which were enacted during the reign 
of the Commune. Lithographic portraits, taken 
from photographs, are given of the chief leaders, 
and an excellent map of the city is appended.
